tion. 535 worth of yarn in the hands 
of Red Cross represents not one 
sweater for one of our soldiers boys, 
but four sweaters for four boys.

A letter has been received 
from 


I Miss Kate Wolf, written on Xovem- 
,ber 30th, saying that she received on 
Thanksgiving Day the letter con- 
taining the first installment of the 
"Fund." She tells of her great pleas- 
ure in knowing the interest people 
here have taken in the "Fund'' and 
in receiving a reply in such a short 
time. She says, "I thank you all, 
with all my heart for myself and for 
my boys, and I shall tell them where 
the "extras'" come from." 


"'My work here is entirely different 


from that at Paris and just as inter- 
esting in its way. All our men land- 


_ ing at a certain point pass through 
jhere, and every thing for the front 
^comes through the town either on 
the railroad or by its own power. 
Some time ago we had a whole 
wagon train that had been with 
Pershing in Mexico. Everyone was 
so interested and enthusiastic over 
the condition of the men and horses 
(and 
the streets were lined with peo- 


| pie. A group of officers were especi- 
ally anxious about them and asked 
me to find out. so I stopped an officer 
and asked all their questions and in 
' return was able to give the informa- 
tion the men were crazy to know. 
We have men from all the fronts 
through every day on permission 
jand in that way hear the news they 
'can tell. Then I see our own boys 
from all over the country. 
Had a 


boy from New Oxford over night not 
long ago, belonging to the Telegraph 
and Telephone Corps. 
I think I 


have also met Dr. Benj. Cashman, 
the name is very familiar, there are 
:so many that I can not remember 
! names unless I hear them frequently. 
•So far only one actually from Get- 
tysburg. Dr. Sieber, who is now at 
the front in a French hospital. Later 
on when I am installed in my own 
quarters I want to keep a register of 
all "my boys. At present doing all 
my work in the French quarters. I 
can't very well do it for lack of room. 
I talked to one general on a troop 
train and promptly forgot his name. 
Two weeks later someone came in 
saying "there is an American officer 
asking for you." I went out and 
there was the self same man. He is 
C O. in an artillery school near here, 
came over to see about building ma- 
terial and decided to look me up as 
the only American woman he knew. 
jWe had Gen. Ryan and his staff. 
Their train stopped an hour. 
Some 


French man told them there was an 
American in the Red Cross so they 
came in and had a hurried bite to eat. 


"Yesterday was Thanksgiving at 


home. 
The boys had turkey and 


^his morning I had a letter from one 
jof the nurses with a history of her 
•day. First she went to the aviation 
; camp, collected Mr. Turk and all the 
i trimmings, even to the pumpkin pie. 


in a. hamper, then dashed off to the 
hospital where the sick aviators are 
cared for and gave them a feast.— 
not forgetting to fly off to another 
part of town with enough of every- 
thing for a sick engineer. Her pet 
dog ate the bones and she lost him 
in one of her mad flights. I spent 
most of the day in bed as I had put 
in a hard night at the station. Some 
nights there is not much doing, only 
four or five hundred passing through 
our hands,—then again we have a 
thousand or more and the four of us 
have no time to talk beyond snap- 
ping out orders,—or we catch an of- 
ficer and station him at the door 
with orders how we want the crowds 
passed in and out and where they 
are to go. Any man speaking Eng- 
lish is brought to me, so I see all 
English, Americans, Canadians and 
Australians. I arn always glad to 
put them together for the veterans 
give our boys a heap of good advice. 
_^"I have some interesting souvenirs. 
The French are =,0 artistic, some of

187 deer slain for the 1917 season— 
about ten does were shot and with 
two small bucks under the legal size, 
the grand total would be 199, or 114 
less than last season. The excessive 
snow fall the last week proved a 
drawback to the hunters and saved 
many deer. It also caused much in- 
convenience to the clubs with tents, 
the Monterey, Cashtown, Spnort and 
McKnightstown clubs not being able 
to move their tents, a caretaker be- 
ing left to look after them, and take 
them down as soon as the ice and 
snow melted from the canvas. The

TH'E DRY AMENDMENT TO CON- 
STITUTION PASSES CONGRESS 


Adams-York District Has Crexlit of 


Voting in Favor of Going 


Dry. 


The House of Recprescr-tathes on 


Monday 
adopted 
the Nation-wide 


Dry Amendment to the Constitution 
by vote of 283 in favor and _iaS 
acainst. There was a safe two-thirds 
majority. 
The slight differences in 


the resolution from the one adopted 
by the Senate during the summer 
have been agreed to by the Senate. 


The text of the resolution is as 


foftows: 
"Resolved, by the

the legislatures of the several State* 
as provided by the constitution: 


"Article —.Section i.

• -of the exportation thereof from the 


United Stateg-^Sritf'atl territory sub-

"Section 2,- -The congress and the 


several States shall have concurrent 
power to eaforce this article by ap- 


• ixopriate legislation. ' 


"Section 3. This article shall be 


"inoperative unless it shall have been 
•ratified as an amendment to the con- 
stitution by the legislatures of the 
several States, as provided by the 
constitution, within seven years from 
the date of the substitution hereof to 
the States by the congress."

ijon goes dry.
